This will be remedied by get- 
the policemen and the sanitary 
to keep a close watchout for 
births and to make reports at the 
Office of the board of health. Police- 
Inen on their beats and sanitary in- 
spectors can learn of a great many 
births, and those they report ean be 
checked off with those that have been 
reported by physicians. In this way 
it Can soon be ascertained when births 
have not been reported by physicians. 
The first case that is found will be 
made the basis of a vigorous prosecu- 
tion. 

It is believed that a few such prose- 
cutions will svon cause the physicians 
to make reports and cease violating 
the law. 

In New York city a similar plan has 
been adopted, with the result that very 
few births occur now that are not 
promptly reported. 

The health officer states that a 
record is kept in his office ef the mar- 
riages by having cards given out by 
the ordinary whenever he issues a 
marriage license. These records, how- 
ever, are not ag complete as _ they 
might be. 


Will Enferce the Law. 


In speaking about physicians not re- 
porting births, Dr. Wolff said: 

“I heartily agree with The Constitu- 
tion in the stang it has taken to make 
Our vital statistics full and correct. 
Our board has taken the matter up, 
and we will do everything in our pow- 
er to make the physicians’ report 
births in the city. The plan to secure 
the aid of the policemen and to use our 
sanitary inspectors is a good one, and 
I have no doubt but what Chief Jen- 
nings, of the police department, will 
gZive uS every assistance. I do not 
think the physicians mean to violate 
the law, but they are simply careless 
about reporting births. A few prose- 
cutions in the recorder’s court will 
have a very good effect.” 


Records Woetully Deficient. 


tieaith Officer Kennedy said: 

“It is sadly true that our records as 
to births are woefully deficient. There 
has been some improvement. but there 
is room for a great deal more. We have 
no trouble in securing a report of 
every death in the city, but it is hard 
to keep up with the births. If the 
sanitary inspectors and the policemen 
will keep a record of the births they 
hear of, we can soon ascertain who it 
is that is violating the law. The Con- 
stitution has already helped us as 
great deal, and the present agitation 
will no doubt help us some more.” 

The matter will probably come up 
before the board of health at its next 
meeting, and steps may be taken to 
rigidiy enforce the law.

LABOR BUCKLES 
UN ITS SWORD 


To Fight for Legislation in 
Is Interest 


POLITICAL ACTION IS URGED 


All Members of Unions Called on to 
Make Their Power Felt in the 
Coming Elections—Each 
Candidate Should 
Be Pledged., 


Washington, March 2!1.—“While the su- 
preme court and other institutions may 
be able to temporerily retard and se- 
riously embarrasg the growth and ac- 
tion of our movement, we boldly assert 
that no power on earth can destroy, 
euccesstully outlaw or disrupt the trade 
union movement.’’ 

These words form the key to an ad- 
dress issued tonight to organized labor 
and farmers’ associations by the labor 
workers who have been in session in 
this city for the past four days. The 
address states that a large part of the 
discussions of the conference were de- 
voted to the consideration of the su- 
preme court’s action in applying the 
Sherman anti-trust law to labor. 

“The proceedings,” the address says, 
“were marked by the utmost harmony. 
There was indeed the intensity of feel- 
ing which s0 grave a situation must 
evoke. There was also an unbounded 
enthusiasm and a firm detenmination 
that the work initiated by this confer- 
ence @hould not cease until the wrongs 
from which the workers suffer shall be 
righted.” 

Congress to Be Impressed. 


The further statement is made that 
it was the unanimous feeling of the 
conference that some steps should be 
taken to impress upon congrese the ne- 
cessity for prompt action toward amend- 
ing the Sherman trust law so that it 
shall be inapphiable to “organizations 
or associations not for profit and without 
capital stock, nor to members of such 
organizations or associations, nor to 
any arrangements, agreements or com- 
binations among persons engaged in 
agriculture or ‘horticulture, made with a 
view of enhancing the price of their 
own agricultural or horticultural prod- 
ucts.’’ 

The conference pledged itself to use its 
influence toward securing the enactment 
of a btl to regulate and limit the issu- 
ance of an injunction and also of a new 
employers’ liability bill. The address, 
continuing, says that it is the belief 
that congress appreciates the gravity of 
the situation, and it is declared that 
‘labor is not in a mood to be trifled 
with.’’ 

After stating it to be the duty of la- 
boring men to question candidates for 
congress as to their attitude toward la- 
bor legislation, the address calls upon 
the labor workers “to stand faithfully 
by our friends, oppose and defeat our 
enemies, whether they be candidates for 
president, for congresg or other offices, 
whether legislative, @xecutive or Jjudi- 
cial.”’ 

Meetings to Be Held. 

The address concludes: 

“Hold mass meetings in every city and 
town in the United States on the eve- 
ning of the third Sunday or Monday in 
April, 19th or 20th, and at that meeting, 
fully and unmistakably labor's 
against the supreme court deci- 
sion, which strips labor of the rights 
and liberties which we had supposed 
were guaranteed by the constitution. 

“Rach candidate,’ continues the ad- 
dress, ‘should be questioned and pledged 
as to his attitude upon all subjects of 
importance to the toilers, whether in 
factory, farm, field, shop or mine.” 

A foot note to the addres states 
that “this is signed by the same naines 
ax were appended to labor's protest to

Arthur 
Pearson, ‘the proprietor of severaj] pro- 
tecttonist newspapers, is publir prop- 
erty, wut it !s not generally Known 
that 4t wes Sir Alexander Henderson 
the deal. Sir Alexan- 
der promised to provide $1,000,000 of 
hise own money for the reorganization 
of the Times, and he persuaded such 
gremt capitalists as Tord Rothschild, 
lor’ Brassey, Iord Strathcona and 
lord’ Iveagh to stand good for the 
rest. 

Thisids not Sir Alexander's first ven- 
ture in:capturing a newspaper for pro- 
tection. A few years ago he assisted 
‘Mr. Pearson to acquire The London 
Standard, an old established free-trade 
paper, and in the management of which 
he is stil] associated with Mr. Pearson.

cess. The Manchester ship canal has 
insured the prosperity of Manchester 
and incidentally it has brought millions 
of dolkars’ worth of business to the 
Great Central railway. To Mr. Hender- 
gon it brought the baronetcy which 
was conferred on him in 1902. 

In spite of the great business affairs 
in which he was constantly engaged, 
Mir Alexander found time for politics.

Harlan Hedges, a Prominent 
Kentuckian, Shotto Death 
at His Front Door 


PLEADING FOR MERCY 
WHEN SHOT WAS FIRED 


While Hedges Was Promising That 
if He Had Violated Any of the 
Society’s Rules He World 
Make Reparation, the 
Deadiy Bullet 
Was Sped,. 


Carlisle, Ky.. March 21.—A band of 
night riders early this morning shot 
and kiled Harlan Hedges, a prominent 
farmer. seven miles northwest of this 
tlace. This is the first murder by the 
night riders in the ‘blue grass’ re- 
gion of Kentucky. 

Hedges was awakened by shouts 
ehortly before 2 o'clock. Apprehending 
trcuble, he went to his front door with 
a shotgun and fired once. The night 
riders replied with a volley, which 
killed Hedges just as his wife reached 
nis side. The masked men then rode 
rapidly away and did not attemp to set 
fire to Hedges’ house or barn. Hedges 
was an independent tobacco farmer and 
was widely known over the county. 


Son's Story of Tragedy. 


C. H. Hedges, the 2!-vear-old son of 
the murdered man. gives the following 
account of the murder: 

“We were awakened after midnight 
by some one throwing rocks against 
Our house.

Was One of the Signers of 
South CarolinaOrdinance 
of Secession. 


Columbia, S. C., March  21.—Dr. 
Joseph Dantel Pope, aged 88 years, 
dean of the law school of the Uni- 
versity of South Carolina, and one of 
the three survivers of the signers of 
the ordinance of secession, died at his 
home in this city at 4:30 o’clock this 
afternoon, as the result of infirmities 
of old age. 

Although advanced in years, Dr. Pope 
remained in “harness” to the very-last, 
being stricken with his last illness 
while lecturing at the university on 
Thursday last 

Dr. Pope's death removes a notable 
figure in the recent history of South 
Carolina. During the civil war he was 
chief of the revenue department and 
of the currency under 
the confederate government He was 
a writer, lecturer and publicist, and 
had been one of South Carolina's fore- 
most citizens for a generation. 

Dr. Pope was born in Beaufort coun- 
t\. practicing law in the town of 
Beaufort, afterwards removing to Co- 
lumbia, where he continued the prac- 
tice of his profession until he founded 
the law school at the university a 
quarter of a century ago, remaining 
the head of that department until his 
death. 

He graduated from the University of 
Georgia in !184!, afterwards reading

New York, March 21.—Governor A. B. 
Cummins, of Iowa, who was in town 
tonight attending the Iowa Society din- 
ner, said that Secretary Taft would 
be nominated on the first ballot. and 
elected. He also predicted that Bryan 
would be the democratic candiate. 

“The state of Iowa i= for Taft for 
president,”” said Governor Cummins. 
“because he represented the Roosevelt 
policies. The republicans there be- 
lieve if he is elected he will follow 
up those policies. They have been con- 
sistent supporters of the Roosevelt 
ideas for several years. Of course, if 
President Roosevelt should be a candl- 
date he would be the choice of Iowa 
rapublicans. I apprehend that if a 
majority of the delegates cannot be ob- 
tained for Taft, the president will re- 
consider his decision and be a candi- 
date. This ia a remote contingency, 
however.”’ 

“How could Roosevelt be a candidate 
after what he has said?’ the governor 
was asked. 

“If Roosevelt stands square, and does 
nothing to bring about his nomination, 
he would not have a right to decline a 
nomination if the convention wanted 
him. He could eccept the honor without 
stultification.”’ 

Governor Cummins said that he be- 
lieved the election would result in a 
close hard fight, but that Taft would 
win.

Paying It Back. 


FAventually he wil] repay into the 
treasury of the Charities every cent ad- 
vanced for his assistance. And, Dy the 
way, the writer was shown instance 
after instance, stretching back ever 
since the reorganization of the Chari- 
ties, where men and women thus helped 
had refunded sums wholly or in part. 
What about that for constructive work? 

Cases A, B and C were merely casual. 
Developments from them transpired in 
the presence of the writer. Here are 
other cases, all illustrating the princi- 
ples of the organization, which occurred 
in the work of that particular day as- 
signed to just ONE of the helpers. 

Case “D’"’ demonstrates one of the 
most prolific sources of poverty, the 
Charity’s method of dealing with it, 
and its fundamental] principle of inter- 
esting other people in practical cooper- 
ation with the work. The man was an 
industrious mechanic, with a wife and 
three young children, living in one of 
the industrial suburbs. For a year he 
had been ill and out of work, depending 
upon the willing generosity of neighbors 
for the support of himself and his fam- 
ily. His disease did not seem to be 
mending, and the neighbors finally re- 
ported the case to Secretary Logan. 
Urgent and substantial help was ex- 
tended the family, and an investigation 
instituted. One of the physicians at 
the call of the Charities, examined the 
father, and discovered

Enough work of this description will 
come to the consumptive from his im- 
mediate neighborhood to aid in the 
support of his family, while he is him- 
self battling to regain his health. 

Without the constructive intervention 
of the Associated Charities in this case, 
the man and his family would have 
gone from bad to worse, and there 
would have been another profitless drain 
on society. As it is, he has become 
almost self-sustaining, and it is hoped 
he is on the road to recovery. 

Case “s’ is another one illustrating 
the twentieth century conception of the 
word “charity.” It will be thoroughly 
unique to the casual reader who would 
not dream that the Associated Charities 
could figure instrumentally tn straight- 
ening out family tangles which lead to 
poverty, but the thing is of almost dat'y 
occurrence in the lives of these experi- 
enced workers.

The thing looks comparatively § sim- 
ple. you will say.

It re- 
quired training. experience. infinite ai- 
plomacy to accomplish the result tnat 
seemed s0 easy. The family had no 
friends or relatives capable of such ac- 
tivity. How will that do for construc- 
tive work? 

Case “F" {s extremely pitiful, but it 
lilustrates the wide and peculiar range 
covered by the Charities. A woman. 
aged 30 vears, afflicted with epilepsy, 
had been abandoned by her husband. 
She could make a living at sewing, but 
handicapped by a disease likely to occur 
at any moment, she was not an accept- 
able tnmate of the boarding place sne 
then occupled, and she had no resources 
with which to begin work for hersc!lt. 
The Charities’ official, after investiga. 
tion, got in touch with her father, who 
promised to pay her rent if she were 
moved into another locality. It then ap- 
pealed to a club of big-hearted and 
charitably disposed women—one of sev- 
eral of the by-products which have come 
up under its supervision—and they sup- 
plied the woman with a sewing ma- 
chine, agreeing, further, to see tnat 
she was provided henceforth with

Patient search developed that she had 
been requested to leave severa] board- 
ing houses because of vaguely indefinite 
reasons. Pinned down to facts, she ad- 
mitted she might find work in cotton 
mills, but obviously it was out of tne 
question to force a woman with a child 
of but one month to undertake such I/a- 
bor. The tangle manifested itself, how. 
when she was questioned as to 
her plans. She had none whatever, and 
Also, she fought 


strenuously against having her chil- 


| dren taken away from her to be placed 


in any one of the half dozen institu- 
tions to hich the Charities have ac- 
cess. What was to be done? It was 
patent that embarrassed by the cnil- 
dren, she could not make a living witn 
her nebulous ideas as to how that de- 
siratum was to be accomplished. 
Where Children Intervene. 


And, incidentally, the charities en- 
counter many quandaries of this na- 
ture. In a case where children are in- 
volved, where they hamper the ques- 
tion of a livelihood or are likely to pe 
contaminated by doubtful associaticns, 
only as a last and a de »verate 
resort that the law is invoked aid that 
they are taken, nolens, volens, trom 
one or both parents. 

This case was still pending at tne 
time of the writer's inquiry, but that it 
will be settled in such manner as will 
make the woman self-supporting and 
prevent the children from drifting into 
vagabondism or worse, is a probability 
borne out by records of achievement 
on file in the offices. 

Case “H’’ was that of a young man, 
intelligent and respectful, who had 
reached the depths through drink. He 
had been been reclaimed by mora] sua- 
and medic] treatment. turnished 
free, supplied with new ciothes pro- 
vided_by people who had been inter- 
ested in his case, and is touay working 
as an insurance solicitor, thoroughly 
self-respecting and a productive mem- 
ber of society. I thov-ht, as I watched 
his receptive and contented face. that 
had the Charities done no other service 
for a month than to’ rehabilitate tnis 
man, it would richly have justified its 
existence. 

In this connection it is not generally 
Known that the Charities for many 
months antedating the city’s action in 
that regard, intated a voluntary propa- 
tion system for inebriates. It is doubt- 
ful if the work thus done can be com- 
puted in dollars and cents. 

Many Frauds, 


Cases galore of fraud exposures which 
came beneath the personal observation 
of the writer, could be detailed. Wihere 
the imposter has been exposed, he or 
she has been sent about their business 
and people warned of the fact that they 
were wasting tneir money and sym- 
pathy. These incidents occur every 
day. You never hear of them, unless 
they are of an unusual nature, but it 
is a well-recognized class of labor at 
the office of the Charities. 

Fight typical dealt with by 
the Associated Chtarities have been 
here set forth. They could be mulitt- 
plied ad infinitum. It would be pos- 
sible to write at endless ieneth of tam- 
ilies placed upon their feet and made 
self-supporting: of young men and old 
men, and women, treated for various 
diseases, restored to health and found 
employment; of drunkards and drug 
habtues reclaimed: of helpless and 
hopeless invalids provided with means 
of subsistence contributed to regularly 
by charitable people under the super- 
vision of the Charities; of family quar- 
rels arbitrated and settled: of people 
with generous instincts—and we all 
have them, beneath the surface—roused 
to the needs of people less fortunately 
situated. 

Getting Others to Help.

But always, and under every condi- 
tion, the effort is made, successfully in 
most instances, to locate the cause be- 
hind the poverty, and to cure tnat 
cause. How much wealth, how much 
happiness, how much health do you 
think such a far-reaching policy 1s 
worth to a community? 

The three women helpers, the voiun- 
teer physician and the directing secre- 
tary at the offices deal with trom 
twenty to thirty such cases every day. 
The work entails hours of investiga- 
tion, expert and experienced; endless 
correspondence, in town and out of 
town, to determine the responsiveness 
of people to whom applicants nave re- 
ferred, and who the Officials think may 
be relied upon to help them; interrup- 
tions constantly by telephone, report- 
ing new cases—cases of which you 
would never dream; telephone messages 
from the office, to ascertain if hospi- 
tals will take such and such cases, if 
homes will take such and sucn 
cases, if this or that case needs specia] 
attention; correspondence and ‘phoning 
to discover if emp.oyment can be found 
for this man or that woman: visits to 
police barracks to help people in dis- 
tress— 

And ever and always, tracking that il- 
lusive CAUSE that it may be banished, 
society saved the sprea ing of misery 
and the individual restored to produc- 
tiveness and self-respect. 

The Charities does not plume iItseif 
on the amount spent, but on the 
amount not spent. It prides itself on 
the organization that, breaking down 
the barriers of denomination and creed 
in Atlanta, has enlisted the constant 
and enthusiastic aid of practically ali 
the city churches. It has carried into 
effect the vital principle underlying its 
very existence; that self-help is the 
best help, that the waking of others, 
whether neighbors, friends or strangers, 
to the man-to-man duty of ministering 
to the needs of other people, is of 
more importance in furthering brother- 
hood, of actually and not in florid lan- 
guage uplifting humanity, than all tne 
sums doled away On meat and bdDreaa 
that temporarily supply the body, or 
alms that silence a cry, but spread a 
canker. 

This is the work of the Associated 
Charities. It is not the only one, but 
it is the greatest clearing house for re- 
lief of misery, of poverty, of potential 
crime, of physical and mental woe in 
Atlanta. It is making ~.... remaking 
men and women every day. Surely, and 
Plainly visible to the tolerant and at- 
tentive eye, it is lopping off the dis- 
eased branches of society. The aay 
comes when it ill make i  destitu- 
tion more a negligible factor: when it 
will cut radically the crime statistics; 
when, by striking out the causes, it 
will make poverty a many times scarcer 
phantom than it is today.

ing it—nothing short of a miracle in 
money marts. In that greac crop alone 
our section has a material and bené- 
ficial monopoly which gives us now and 
ever will give us a commanding infiu- 
ence among men the world over. “vot- 
ton was king’ in 1860; is ‘king of 
kings” now. Gince its manufacture has 
begun in our own territory the cotton 
field and the cotton factory having 
been brought together, its royal rule 
has been strengthened and expanded. 

At the same time the world is eager- 
ly seeking our lumber, our iron, ce- 
ment, coal and best gold. Such com- 
bination of rich resources can scarcely 
be found in any other part of tne 
planet—earth. No ordinary reverses 
can arrest our progress and no com- 
mon disaster can restrain our prosperi- 
ty. In fact, by every token, the com- 
merce of the south is at the begin- 
ning of a marvelous expansion. The 
cutting of the Panama canal cannot 
fail to quicken its flow and increase its 
volume. 

The Constitution has pointed out 
rreviously that the south owed the 
relative ease with which it had met 
the recent financial cramp, to the 
steady stream of gold coming into 
this section from all parts of the 
werld to pay for the cotton essential 
tc the life and progress of civilization 
everywhere. We have also shown, as 
Mr. Candler does in the foregoing 
paragraphs, that the logical develop- 
ment ef our monopoly means that we 
must look forward to and prepare for 
the day when the vast bulk of the 
staple here grown will be manufac- 
tured within our borders, to be sent 
to the four quarters of the globe from 
southern ports in that form which will 
bring back the highest dividend. 

The opening of the Panama canal, 
as Mr. Candler reasons, will further 
expand our possibilities in this direc- 
tion. The restless spirit of national 
investment, seeking everywhere its 
richest and safest profit, will also find 
its legitimate level in the south, where 
resources as varied as the needs of 


humanity await the quickening touch 


ef capital. 
These vast opportunities entail 
equally, vast responsibilities. Provi- 


dence has given us a monopoly of cot- 
tor production, it is true; but tran- 
sient industrial and financial conditions 
have conspired to render imperative 
a most conservative use of that 
monopoly,: extreme care to the end 
that next year we may not supply the 
werld more than it can consume—a 
contingency that would injure the 
south more than it would civilization. 
A responsibility of like proportion is 
that of sane government, wise, con- 
servative and just business and legis- 
lative policies, which shall reassure 
the investor and restore confidence 
within our own borders. 
With the serious consideration of 
these assets and their consequent lia- 
bilities, the south may with absolute 
confidence rely upon its immunity 
from external financial disturbances, 
and the wealth-creating development 
of the resources with which the sec- 
tion is abundantly endowed.

The subcommittees composed of prominent Atlanta business men who 
are investigating the practicability of the million-dollar bond issue proposal, 
being at first impartially “from Missouri” on this vital proposition, are 
“being shown” with incisive effectiveness. 

The committee on streets and sewers has heard plain, substantiated 
testimony regarding the needs of the city from Manager Park Woodward, of 
the waterworks department, Captain R. M. Clayton, city engineer, who knows 
the physical aspects of the sewerage system intimately, and City Health 
Officer J. P. Kennedy, who is an expert at demonstrating the money, life and 
health-saving efficiency of modern sanitary and sewage methods. 

The evidence of these three authorities was, briefly, to the effect that 
| the extension of the present miserably inadequate sewerage system of the 
city, the further improvement of the waterworks facilities, and the addition 
|Of septic tanks and other hygienic equipment to that already on hand, would 
absolutely lower the death-rate and promote the community health in a man- 
ner susceptible to the proof of figures. 

The subcommittee designated to investigate the marketability of bonds 
will report favorably. They have made a detailed and exhaustive inquiry of 
|the financial conditions in the country, and have reached the conclusion that 
the time is propitious for the profitable issuance of securities bearing the 
Official stamp of the community. 

The progress thus far made categorically justifies The Constitution’s 
contention that the closer the level-headed business men of Atlanta reached 
the crying, imperative needs underlying this proposal, the more enthusiastic 
and unanimous would they be in its support. 

They are seeing that Atlanta, with a vigorous and a wide margin of 
credit, is confronted by an unprecedented opportuntiy to obtain essential im- 
provements at a bed rock price; to supply idle labor with remunerative em- 
ployment; to ease each commercial and industrial channel in the city; to 
distribute the cost of reconstruction and improvement equably over a term 
of years. 

The work done up to the present time is reassuring evidence that the 
aggressiveness and the conservatism of the “Atlanta spirit” have kept pro- 
portionate pace with the growth of the city.

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A SEVERE BLOW TO THE JINGOES. 


When Baron Takahira came back to the United States as Japanese am- 
bassador, the jingoes shuddered. In his well-known friendliness and conse- 
quent selection, they scented danger to all their cherished efforts to embroil 
two friendly nations, with no ground of quarrel. In fact, it almost completely 
Shut them up. So effective was just the simple announcement of his coming, 
that it quenched the most inflammable, and those who had bawled from hill- 
tops that the Pacific cruise of the American fleet meant war, ceased to 
fulminate. 

But the mere coming of so notable a friend to America and the American 
people, was as nothing compared to. the “coup d’etat” which Ambassador 
Takahira held in reserve—an invitation direct from the mikado to the Ameri- 
can fleet to visit not one, but all the principal ports of Japan. 

The invitation has come, its acceptance was prompt, and in its globe- 
girdling expedition the “big sixteen” battleships will visit the principal Jap- 
anese ports as the guests of the emperor and his people, 

What a magnificent stroke of diplomacy from Nippon! 
Significance! 

If any crushing blow were needed for jingoism, already in its death 
throes, it is now brought to complete annihilation. 

‘As strange and inexplicable as it may seem, there were not a few loud- 
mouthed brawlers, both in the United States and Japan, who bent their 
energies towards bringing the two nations into a death clash, and who, had 
if come, would doubtless have been the first to run to cover. Most deplorable 
of all, there were, among them, vultures who would have trafficked for 
gain in the blood of their own countrymen. 

Happily, through the weakness of themselves, as well as the absurdity 
of their cause, or, rather the lack of any cause at all, their efforts were 
futile. 

The Japanese have not forgotten, nor will they, though there may have 
been resentment for the moment, that it was America that found Japan and 
introduced her to the nations of the world. They have not forgotten that it 
was Commodore Perry who, under the Stars and Stripes, opened the way for 
them to become the world-power against which even determined and re- 
sourceful Russia could not stand. 

Half a century has replaced indignant resentment with heartfelt grati- 
tude, and Japan is bound to America today by ties far stronger than those 
resulting alone from mutual commercial! interests. 

That there was nothing in the war talk but the desire of the rabid, the 
turbulent and the self-seeking agitator, we have felt confident from the 
start. There was never at any time question raised between the two gov- 
ernments that could, by any exaggerated elasticity, have necessitated or 
occasioned resort to arms. To this, recent simple achievements of courteous 
diplomacy, bear unquestioned testimony. 

As a crowning capstone to the arch of peace, comes, through the specially 
chosen friend of America, cordial invitation to come and meet and dine and 
mingle with the people of Japan, to the very men and ships prophets of evil 
predicted would turn their guns upon those now soon to be their hosts. 

Could answer be more complete? Could blow to blustering, jingo jargon 
be more severely crushing? 

The visit of the American battleships to Japan will be an incident of 
world-interest. Its detailed descriptions will be published in every nation 
and every language where civilization waits upon the day’s developments. 
It will be hailed as the double cementing of an established friendship in 
which there shall be no rupture. 

The Japanese-American answer to Japanese and American trouble- 
breeders, is more emphatic than could have been the dictium of president or 
mikado. 

When the American guns boom before Tokio, it will be not in murderous 
anger, but in expression of good will and long life to Mutsu Hito and the 
foremost people of all the Orient.

The vexed quandary of her railroad system, presented by the Associated 
Press, is only one instance. Her entire industrial and commercial system, 
not to mention chaotic domestic politics, is ridden through and through with 
demoralization and disruption demanding the utmost care to avoid such 
outbreaks as would forfeit nearly all of the progress the country has made 
in the last fifty years. 

The government’s troubles seem to have been precipitated by an attempt 
to nationalize the railroads. The latter, at the most hopeful analysis, are 
woefully inadequate to the commercial needs of the country and no resources 
exist whereby they can be extended to develop the remainder of the country. 
After a series of costly and futile experiments, the government has found 
that it could not manage these properties, and from present indications they 
will be leased to private syndicates, who will undertake the work of main- 
tenance and the task of further exploitation. The problem reached a crisis 
when, forced by growing dissension at home over staggering expenditures 
for army and navy, the mikado sounded European sources regarding the 
feasibility of large loans. 

He learned, with surprising promptness, that no European syndicate was 
prepared to underwrite Japanese bonds to any extent unless the government 
gave its guarantee that there should be a curtailment of armament ex- 
penditures, and unless, also, it gave satisfactory assurances that the nation 
intended no immediate aggressions. It is reported that these pledges will 
be forthcoming and that, on the strength of such guarantees, private capital 
will develop the country’s transportation system and provide sufficient funds 
for its urgent fiscal needs. 

The day when the old barbaric Roman plan of conciliating public senti- 
ment by continued wars could be practiced effectually is passed, never to 
refirn. The Japanese are sufficiently militant and patriotic, but they are 
Jikewise intelligent. They fear an endless chain of militarism, involving a 
national debt growing larger and more hopeless with each year, while do 
mestic conditions become complicated in such manner as to radically dis- 
organize the commercial progress of the nation. 

It was for business reasons and in commercial self-preservation that 
Japan went to war with Russia. It is apparent that Aimilar considerations 
will keep her at peace, for the present at any rate ,

Alabama ls Very Much Interested 
in the Question, 


UNIFORM SYSTEM OF RATES 


It Is the Intention of the Alabama 
Railroad Commission to Main- 
tain a Uniform System 
of Rates for Water 
Traffic, 


Montgomey, Ala., March 2!.—(Spe- 
Cial.)\——More attention than ever ig to 
be given to water haulage in Alabama, 
as a@ result of the visit of John 4A. 
Fox, the rivers and harbors congress, 
and the trip of President Henderson 
and Secretary Kennedy, of the railroad 
commission, over the Alabama and tne 
Mr. Fox has stirred 
up much enthusiasm by his speeches. 
The railroad commission wil] encourage 
business on the water‘ doutes by elim- 
ination of rate cutting. 

Will Maintain Rates. 

It is the intention of the railroad com- 
mission to see that a uniform system 
of rates Ils kept up on the rivers. Boats 
will not be allowed, as has been the 
case in the past, to drop in and cut the 
life out of rates in order to drive out 
competitors and then, when a ronopoly 
has been secured in this way, run the 
charges back to even higher than the 
Original rates. In other words, if a 
boat wants to cut a rate it will have to 
have permission of the commission, and 
then it may not be restored save on 
mighty good showing by the company. 

For Regular Service. 

It is anticipated that with this kind 
of a plan regular boat service can be 
secured on the navigable streams of 
the state. The packet npanies are 
to be allowed to make ‘'§ that will 
be remunerative, and have to 
maintain them. This wi. :nake it pos- 
sible for them to look id and pro- 
vide for service al] the i.:te. It is also 
expected that with such certainty of 
uniformity the boat men will build 
wharfs at leading landings, and pre- 
pare to handle freight In safe and ex- 
peditious way, in this way building up 
not only the trade on the rivers, but 
the territory reached only in that 
way. 

Some Plans Discussed. 

A number of business men have dis- 
cussed the idea of securing freight 
shipments direct in a sense from New 
York to Selma and Montgomery, on 
the Alabama river. This contemplates 
shipment from New York to Mobile, by 
Sea-going ship, and from there by river 
boat. It is an interesting fact that 
shipments will come that way as quick- 
ly ag by the average freight train 
service. The average time from New 
York to Mobile is six days, and from 
Mobile up the river, with stops only at 
Selma and Montgomery, two days, 450 
that goods shipped in New York Mon- 
day could be in stores [n these two 
towns by the following Monday. 
Difficulties. 

An effort was made some time ago 
to get an agreement with one of the 
big liners to bring freight for delivery 
direct to Selma and Montgomery in the 
way mentioned. This was met by the 
statement of the big companies that 
they could not in this way antagonize 
the railroads, as they had to look to 
them for business both in and out of 
Mobile. Thus it is seen that after all, 
the question of rates narks back to -«¢ 
rail lines. which, in the end. seem to 
contro! all the avenues of traffic. This 
lends additional interest to the hear- 
ings set for April 29, 1n this city, at 
which time the interstate commerce 
commission will look tnto a complaint 
that Montgomery and@ otner Alabama 
towns are discriminated aBainst in the 
matter of rates from Ohio river terri- 


tory.

REVISION OF THE TARIFF

Roosevelt Wants Courts Limited in 
Injunction Cases, Favors Em- 
ployers’ Ldability Law and 
Aldrich Money Bill—Also 
Asks Amendment of 
Anti-Trust Law. 


Weshington, D. C., March 2!.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has determined on a 
legislative program, the enactment of 
which will be urged upOn congress in 
a special message, which he said today 
will go im next week. Each of the 
measures to be proposed invoives per- 
plexing difficutlies, and each will have 
farreaching effect on the business and 
economic conditions of the country. 
The program is the product of impor- 
tant conferences through which the 
president has been put in possession 
of the views of all interests concerned. 
Likewise the attitude of the leaders 
in both branches of congress has been 
made known. Its success depends upon 
the combined effort which he believes 
can ‘be brought to bear in behalf of 
the whole plan by those acected, espe- 
cially by some of its features. 

What the Program Includes. 
The program includes: 

A declaration in favor of a re- 
vision of the tariff in a special 
session to De held after March 4, 
1909. 

An amendment 
anti-trust law so as to make im- 
portant concessions to combina- 
tions of both labor and capital. 

Limiting the powers of certain 
courts in the use of the injunction 
in labor disputes. 

Passage of an employers’ liability 
bill. 

Passage of the Aldrich financial 
bill. 

The support of the business and finan- 
cial interests of the middle west was 
pledged to the president on this pro- 
gram following an extended conference 
held at the white house last night. A 
most satisfactory conference was held 
at the president's offices today with 
leaders of the two houses of congress. 
The details of last night’s conference 
were purposely withheld pending the 
morning conference. 

Middle West to Roosevelt. 

At the conclusion of the latter, the 
following statement was made public by 
Secretary Loeb:

Chi 0, March 2!.—The final decree 
in the e of Oberlin M. Carter, for- 
mer captain in the United States en- 
gineer corps, was entered today by 
Judge Kohlsaat, in the United States 
circuit court. Practically all the find- 
ings are in favor of the army officer. 

What Carter Gets. 

While Carter does not get a large 
Share of the funds which have been 
the subject of litigatson between him 
and the government, the costs of this 
and all other suits against him are 
taxed against the government. By the 
decree, Carter is awarded $45,000 which 
was held by the court to be “without 
taint.” 

The total amount attached by the fed- 
eral authorities some years ago was 
about $400,000. The greater part of 
this Carter clainied to have received 
from his father-in-law, the late Robert 
E. Westcott, of New York. 

In an opinion anfmounced by Judge 
Kohisaat some weeks ago, it was held 
that a large part of the funds received 
by Carter from .-estcott were ‘‘taint- 
ed,’ and while Carter may not have 
known of the secret partnership be- 
tween Westcott and Greene and Gay- 
nor, yet, in the eyes of the law, he was 
supposed to have Knowledge that 
Greene and Gaynor, the contractors, 
were reaping enormous profits from 
their work.

POPULAR VOTE 
TO DECIDE IT 


State Elections This Year De-| 
pend on Vote and Not 
on Counties.

An interesting change made in the 
democratic primary methods by the | 
State executive committee at its meet-| 
ing in Atlanta, when it fixed the rules'| 
to govern the primary of June 4, was 
that the candidatees for state offices, 
from governor down, who receive the 
majority of the popular vote cast in the 
State, shall be declared the party nomi- 
nees, and their names shall be placed on 
the ticket to he voted in the regular 
October election. 
Heretofore, !In party 
nominees have been the candidates 
securing the largest number of dele- 
gates in the state convention, though. | 
as a matter of fact, the nominees have| 
also been those who received the ma- 
jority of the popular vote. 
Notwithstanding this fact, just as It! 
was possible under the old rule for a 
candidate to secure the nomination 
without a majority of the popular vote, 
provided he secured the majority of 
the counties and those of delegates to 
the state convention, it is quite possi- 
ble under the new rule for a candi- 
date to secure the nomination without 
carrying more than a third of the coun- 
ties in the state. 
Should one candidate carry by large 
majorities all of the large or more pop- 
ulous counties, while another candi- 
date carried only those counties in 
which the voting strength is small, the 
former would, under the new rule, be- 
come the nominee, even though he went 
to the convention with a considerable 
minority of the delegates. 
New Primary Rule. 


Here is the new rule, as applied to 
candidates for governor and state house 
officers: 

6. That on Friday, the 5th day of July, 
1908, at noon, the democratic executive com. 
mittee of each county shall asemble at the 
county court house and consolidate the vote 
and declare the result. The chairman of 
Such county committee shall then forthwith 
certify and transmit the said consolidated 
vote of the county to tne secretary of this 
committee at Macon, Ga., who, together with 
the chairman of this committee, shall count 
and consolidate the votes of the several coun- 
ties of the state dnd in all cases where a 
candidate receives a majority shall report the 
result of such consolidatea vote to the state 
convention, which shall tn turn declare the 
result and make nominationg accordingly and 
all such candidates shall be placed on the 
State ticket as the democratic nommees for 
said offices.

Chamber of Deputies Agrees 
lo a Compromise, 


‘NOTICE SERVED ON SENATE 


Deputies Declare Compromise Must 
Become Law Before Expiration 
of Year—Limit Government 
Liability to $20,000,000 
Annually in the 
Compromise, 


Paris, March 21.—Finding that the 
continued opposition to the workmen's 
Old age pension bill of the senate, 
passed by the chamber in 1906, prom- 
ised to postpone indefinitely the regliza- 
tion of this social reform which the 
radical wing of the French republicans 
have been promising for years, the 
chamber of deputies has finally con- 
sented to the principle of a compromise 
and voted a resolution serving notice 


‘}on the government and the senate that 


this compromise must become law be- 
fore the expiration of the present year. 


A Cardinal Principle. 


Workmen's pensions is one of che 
cardinal principles of French socialism. 
Like the German scheme, it is baged 
upon the theory that improvidence is a 
social evil and that the gtate should 
compel tif workmen to put aside part 
of their earnings to provide for their 
old age. The responsibility of the state 
toward the aged and decrepit was 
recognized in the law of 1905 providing 
for aid to persons over seventy who 
are infirm or incurable. Three hundred 
and fifty thousand persons benetited 
from thig law last year received about 
$12,000,000. To the long delay in realiz- 
ing the workmen’s pension scheme 
attributed the increase of revolutionary 
agitation among the laboring classes. 
senate has thus far been able to 
successfully. fight the bill by raising 
the specter of the tremendous charge it 
would impose not only on industry but 
upon the public treasury. By the terms 
of the bill workmen contribute 2 per 
cent of their wages and the employers 
a like percentage during a period of 
thirty years, thus creating a fund from 
which the workman is to recetve an un- 
nual minimum pension of $72. The 
State is to contribute only when the 
forced savings of the workman do not 
create a fund large enough to furnish 
a pension of that amount. Figures as 
to what this would involve in the way 
of state liability differ widely, for sta- 
tistics of wages earned are hazy. 


The Law of Pensions. 


Upon the promulgation of the law it 
is proposed to grant annual pensions 
to all workmen over sixty who have 
worked thirty years, and then grad- 
ually increase the scale of pensions of 
those graduating each succeeding year 
until at the end of thirty years all will 
receive at least $72. The number of 
persons who would be entitled to pen- 
sions the first year varies according to 
the estimates from 1,054,000 to 2,000,000, 
and the state’s liability in the beginning 
varies from $28,000,000 to $160,000.000. 
The liability after the scheme {s in per- 
manent operation is fixed approximate- 
ly at $68,000,000. The chamber has 
agreed to the principle of absolutely 
limiting the government Hability for 
the present to $20,000,000 annually, and 
it is belleved that the results will 
promptly justify the full realization of 
the complete scheme. 


ABRAHAM H. FROMENSON 
VISITS ATLANTA SOON 


A prominent Jewish writer and lec- 
turer will within a few days visit this 
city in the person of Abraham H. Fro- 
menson, former secretary of the Inde- 
pendent Order B'nai B'rith, district No.

of the editors of The Jewish Dally 
News of New York. 

Mr. Fromenson eomes here in the 
interest of the Zionist movement, and 
will address several meetings. He is a 
member of the executive committee of 
the Federation of American Zionists, 
and as chairman of the committee on 
propaganda and organization he is 
particularly interested in bringing 
about more and better organization 
Pmong the local adherents of the 
Zionist movement. In his addresses 
before the Zionists of this city he will 
present some {Important facts in regard 
to recent activities in the Zionist 
movement, and he will call special at- 
tention to the practical work of Jew- 
ish colonization that is now being car- 
ried on in Palestine. — 

In this connection the report of Dr. 
Paul Nathan, of the noted Relief So- 
ciety of the German Jews, who, after 
spending three months on a tour of 
inspection of Palestine, states that 
there are great possibilities for the de- 
velopment of Jewish settlements in the 
Orient, is particularly interesting. The 
recent growth of the Jewish colonies 
in Palestine have been a source of 
great encouragement to the Ziuniat 
movement. 

~.r. Fromenson, who will be received 
and entertained here by well-known 
Jewish citizens of this community, was 
born in Chicago and brought up in 
New York, having attended the public 
schools and taken some courses at the 
New York university. He was editor 
of The Jewish Tidings, Rochester, and 
was in turn connected with The 
Rochester Democrat and Chronicle, 
The Rochester Herald and with the 
Associated Press. He contributed to 
The New York Daily News and to other 


| papers. He was one of the organizers 


of the Jewish Boys’ Brigade and the 
New Era Club, both of New York. He 
is a good speaker, a capable organizer, 
and has done much valuable work for 
the Jewish cause. 

He will speak here on Sunday, March 
29. at 3:30 o'clock, at Ahavath Achim 
synagogue, corner Piedmont avenue 
and Gilmer street.

COMMON PEOPLE OF JAPAN 


OBJECT TO 


DESIGNATION 


Tokfo, Thursday, February 20.—A rep- 
resentative to the government of more 
than passing interest was introduced 
into the house of peers on February 
1S. Its object was to abolish the desig- 
ration ‘‘Heimin’’ in describing the 
“common people.” . Japanese society, 
fi should be explained, is divided 
roughly into three groups, exclusive of 
the emperor, who stands alone. These. 
groups are the “Kazoku” (literally, | 
“flower family,’ i. e., the peerage), | 
“Shizoku,” or ‘“‘warrior family,” the) 
‘“‘Heimin,’’ or masses. 


Before the pres-| 
ent era of Meiji, there existed a fourth | 
class kown as the “Eta,’’ who were| 
practically outcasts, to whom were| 
relegated special occupations held in| 
universal contempt, such as tanning, | 
cobbling, scavenging, while in many 
cases the Bta served as executioners 
of common criminals. After the revo- 
lution which resulted in the downfall 
of the Shogunate and the restoration 
of the emperor to actual power, the 
Eta classification was abolished, but | 
custom and tradition die hard in Japan, | 
as elsewhere, and although in the eyes| 
of the law the descedants of these | 
pariahs enjoy the same rights as all | 
Other “Heimin,” with whom they have 


ys fe arene 


been merged, they continue largely to 
monopolize their former callings and 
help to swell the ranks of “‘Kojiki,” or 
beggars, who infest the great high- 
ways of the empire and form regular 
colonies in particular spots. No doubt 
in individual cases the tron barriers 
of convention have been raised, but 
speaking generally, no. pure “Heimin’”’ 
would be willing to regard as a social 
equal the known dcscendant of this de- 
spiseqg caste. Before the Meiji era the 
line of demarcation could not be 
crossed, or, if a member of the Sa- 
murai class so far demeaned himself 
as to wed an Eta woman, he thereby 
forfeited his privileges as a Samurai. 
An incident of this kind furnished W. 
B. Mitford, now Lord Redesdale, with 
the plot of one of his true stories of 
old Japan.

Had that 
point been selected in the first place, 
he said, there would have been a large 
saving in money which had been lost on 
Subig bay. The government, he de- 
clared, had poured millions into the 
morasses of the Philippines, and he was 
giad the money now was to be properly 
spent. 

Discussing the estimates of the war 
department for fortifications, Mr. Smith, 
of lowa, declared that the money asked 
for could not have been spent in ten 
years. The amount allowed by the 
committee, he said, while the largest 
ever appropriated for fortifications in a 
time of peace, was no more than needed 
to meet the present requirements, 

Further condemnation of the war de 
partment in connection with its recom- 
mendations in the past regarding the 
fortifications of Subig bay was indulged 
in by Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York. He 
was giad, however, he said, that the 
department had not wasted any money 
on Guantanamo. He seriously reflected 
on the department Officials when he 
charged them with recommending an 
appropriation of $900,000 for a sea wall 
around “a certain fortification,’ when, 
he charged, they knew the title of the 
property needed for the sea wall was 
in litigation. 

Declaring that there was not suffi- 
clent water at Cavite to accommodate 
great vessels, Mr. Butler, of Pennsyl- 
vania, expressed the hope that the 
house would exercise its prerogative 
and prevent the removal of the naval 
base from Subig bay to Cavite. It was 
not intended, he said, that naval bat- 
tles should be fought in Subig bay, but 
that American warships should have a

IS PLANNED 


FOR GEORGIA 


‘Railroad Commission Approves Bond Issue of $16,000,000 
and Stoek Issue of $20,000,000 by Central Geor- 


gia Power 


Company. 


Final preparations for the investment 
in Georgia of between $25,000,000 and 
$30,000,000 were made yesterday when 
the rafiroad commission approved a 
bond issue of $16,000,000 and stock issue 
of $20,000,000 of the Central Georgia 
Power Company, a corporation composed 
of well known Georgia men. 

Immediately after the decision of the 
cammission was announced, President 
W. Jordan Massee, of Macon, and James 
G. Campbell, of A. B. Leach & Co., 
the financiers who are buying the bonds, 
left for New York to sign contracts for 
the construction of dams and power 
houses 

For two days those interested in the 
project have appeared before the com- 
mission explaining the details of the 
company and its purposes. In addition 
to President Mass*e and Mr. Campbell, 
the folowing appeared before the com- 
mission: M. Felton Hatcher, of Macon, 
secretary and treasurer; Walter T. 
Johnson, of Macon, general counsel; Ro- 
land Bilis, stockholder; Chester B. Mass- 
ich, attorney for A. B. Leach & Co.; 
James L. Anderson, of Macon, assistant 
secretary and treasurer, and Charles F, 
Howe, chief engineer.

Mr. Massee and 
his associates hive been at Work On 
the plans. of.-the company for over 4 
year and have been buying up prop- 
erty along the various rivers they 4n- 
tend to develop. 

Before leaving for New York at noon, 
both President Massee and Mr, Camp- 
bell declared work would start on the 
Ocmulgee and Oconee plants immedl- 
ately and would be pushed to a Con- 
clusion. 

“I desire to state,” said Mr. Camp- 
bell, “that I am delighted with the 
treatment we received at the hands of 
the railroad commission. Chairman Mc- 
Lendon and other members of the com- 
mission acted with fairness and, while 
protecting the interests of the public, 
they took every precaution to protect 
the purchasers of the bonds and have 
made possible the investment in Geor- 
gia of many millions of dollars.” 


President Massee Pleased. 


President Massee expressed himsel? in 

a similar manner and said he was 
pleased at the manner in which the 
commission received the plans. 
“Ry sanctioning this bond and stock 
issue, the railroad commission has 
made possible one of the largest  in- 
vestments ever made in Georgia, and 
one which will be the means of bring- 
ing millions more of capital here. The 
money we spend in building the power 
plants is only the beginning of that 
which will be spent in manufacturing 
plants to be supplied with cheap elec- 
trical power from the rivers we will 
develop.” 

When the banking house of A. 8B. 
Leach & Co., of New York, Boston and 
Chicago, was first approached, consid- 
erable anxiety wag shown on the part 
of the bankers, and they hesitated 
about going into any deal in Georgia. 
Mr. Campbell consented to vis?rt avr- 
lanta and talk over matters with 


Chairman McLendon and Governor 
Smith. After the interview he told Mr. 
Hatcher he was satisfied capital was 
safe in Georgia, and he left for New 
York to make plans for buying the 
bonds of the company. Mr. Hatcher 
said the bankers in the east were now 
of a different opinion and that the 
money now to be invested will bring 
more. 

Work will be started at once, and 
the company expects to employ a large 
number of men Everything hinged on 
the approwal of the financial vlans by 
the railroad commission, and with this 
settled the last obstacle to the spend- 
ing of the money is removed. 

Doing Preliminary Work. 

The company has spent several hun- 
dred thousands dollars in  acqultring 
property and doing preliminary work. 
President Massee {s also president of 
the Macon Railway and Light Com- 
pany and heads the interurban electric 
railway planned between Macon and 
Atlanta, and Alabany and Macon. Al- 
though a young man under 40 years of 
age, he has made a record in the bus- 
iness world and is well konwn among 
financial men in the east for his busi- 
iness ability and hustling qualities. 

The others who are here are well- 
known Macon men and represent Geor- 
gia investors who have staked their 
thousands upon the plan to develop 
the water power resources of the state,

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MINING HORRORS | 
WILL BE PROBED 


Investigation to Include the En- 
tire Country Ordered 


STRONG PROTEST BY HALE 


Maine Senator Thinks the Investi- 
gation Will Lead to the As- 
sumption of More Power by 
Federal Goverument—In- 
vasion of States 
Opposed: 


Washington, March 2!.—Soon after 
convening today the senate entered 
upon the consideration of the legis'‘a- 
tive, executive and judicial bill. When 
the committee amendment appropriat- 
ing $196,000 for continuing the investi- 
gation for the protection of lives of 
miners in the territories and the dis- 
trict of Alaska was called up, Senator 
Knox offered an additional amendment 
making the provision apply to the en- 
tire country. 

“That,” said Mr. Teller, ‘is an at- 
tempt to authorize the investigation of 
mining conditions in the states.” 

He declared that he would not con- 
sent to have that provision apply ‘to 
Colorado, which he said has satisfac- 
tory mining regulations. 

Knox Favors Investigation. 


Disclaiming that there was any ‘n- 
tention on his part to interfere with 
the states) Mr. Knox said he believed 
the states would welcome tuch investi: 
gations. 

“In European countries,” he added, 
“where such investigations are con- 
ducted, the loss of life in mining is 
trifling compared with results in this 
country. In some sections of Europe 
the loss of life from such causes ts 
but one-fourth of that in the United 
States.” 

Mr. Teller retorted that no country 
in Europe escapes mining disasters to 
as great an extent as does Colorado. 
As the case now stands, he said, if a 
mine owner does not object to such 
investigations, they can be extended to 
his mines. 

The fact that the states do not inves- 
tigate mining disrsters as thoroughly 
as can the federal government was 
urged by Senator Simmons. of North 
Carolina. He had studied mining disas- 
ters very carefully, and had observed 
that there was a woeful lack of ‘n- 
formation concerning the causes of 
such disasters. 

Hale Opposed to Invading States. 


Mr. Hale declared that this amend- 
ment raised a very old question, ‘It 
is,” he said, ‘an a®empt to regulate 
enterprise, industry, calamity and Joss 
by the federal government. I should 
have been glad to find the senator 
from Pennsylvania with us to resist 
these repeated demands to have the 
gweneral gwovernment stretch out its 
strong hand to regulate and control 
and investigate industry in the states. 
Pennsylvania has a body of statutes on 
this subject.” 

Mr. Knox insisted that the investiga- 
tions by the general government would 
merely allow mine owners to adopt 
humane measures to save life. 

“All I ask,” he said, “is to let us get 
all information we can in order that 
means may be taken to adopt intelli- 
gent methods for preventing these dis- 
asters."’ 

“The senator,’ retorted Mr. Hale, ‘‘is 
tifivéling the same old road, the grad- 
ual encroachment by the federal gov- 
ernment under the guise of investiga- 
tion.

The amendment was defended by Mr. 
kiemenway, of Indiana, who said he had 
rot heard the senator from Maine ob- 
ject to the agricultural bill as breaking 
down the state lines by teaching the 
farmer how to farm in various states 
of the union. 

Mr. Hale retorted that he had pro- 
tested against divers encroachments 
by the federal government by legisla- 
tion on the agricultural bill. 

“T have done it,’ he said, ‘until I 
have recognized myself as a sort of 
nuisance to people who want to do 
these things.” 

After further discussion the 
ment was agreed to.. 

An amendment, offered by Senator 
Lixon, of Montana, to increase salaries 
cf about a dozen clerks of senate com- 
mittees from $1,800 to $2,250, called 
ferth a spirited discussion, but it went 
on a point or order. 

Senator Bacon offered an amendment 
for an increase of 20 per cent for gov- 
ernment employees in this city, who 
row receive not more than $1,800, but 
it was also lost on a point of order.

Senator Aldrich said if an investiga- 
tion were to be carried on it should 
be brought about through a properly 
framed resolution and a point of order 
was sustained against the amendment.

Editor Constitution: Several articles 
have recently appeared in the public 
press regarding the Andersonville mil- 
itary prison—evoked by a discussion as 
to the inscription to be placed upon a 
monument to Captain Wirz, the com- 
mandant of that prison for more than 
aA year prior to the close of the civil 
war.

Majority of Witnesses for Wirs. 


Of the !60 witnesses examined on 
both sides, all except fifteen testified 
that Captain Wirz never killed, assault- 
ed or tortured any union prisoner with 
his own hand or by his orders or pro- 
curement. Not a single man alleged to 
have been so mistreated was identified 


De LaBaum, testified that 

' Wirz shoot a prisoner. 
Wirz, who was 60 weak from an open 
wound, that he had to recline upon a 
sofa during the trial, fainted at this 
testimony. De LaBaum was afterwards 
identified as a deserter from Stuben’s 
Seventh New York regiment. Before 
his testimony had been concluded he 
was appointed to a cler&ship in the de- 
partment of the interior. Eleven days 
after Wirz'’s execution he was dismissed 
from the position as an imposter and 
perjurer. 

Many of the witnesses against Witz 
were men who were paroled to assist 
in nursing their sick (union) comrades. 
But they undertook to escape, and being 
disciplined therefor, conceived mortal 
enmity to Captain Wirz. A number of 
atrocities laid at hig door were alleged 
to have been committed during a month 
when he was away from the prison On 
sick leave. 

Louis Schade, himself a union man, 
who etood by Captain Wirz to the last, 
wrote of the trial in 1867: 

“On the night before the execution , of 
the prisoner a telegram was sent to the 
northern press from this city stating 
that Wirz had made important disclos- 
ures to General L. C. Baker, the well- 
known detective, implicating JJefferson 
Davis, and that the confession would 
probably be given to the public. On the 
same evening some parties came to the 
confessor of Wirz, Rev. Father Boyte, 
and also to me, one of them informing 
me that a high cabinet officer wished to 
assure Wirz, that if he would implicate 
Jefferson Davis with the atrocities com- 
mitted at Andersonville, his sentence 
would be commute.

having ever been the attribute of the 
truly great, I cannot conceive how jus- 
tice will be vindicated, the union per- 
petuated, or the character of our coun- 
try elevated, by the trial and execution 
of this man. 

Desire for Vengeance. 


‘The horror of the public has been ex- 
cited, and a desire for vengeance stimu- 
lated by one-sided narrations and pic- 
torial illustrations of suffering, until, 
mot content with having supped on hor- 
rors for four years, the vitiated appetite 
of unappeasable men still calls for more. 
I am not aware that Captain Wirz was 
selected for the position he filled from 
any inherent cruelty or disposition, or 
for any peculiar fitness for the task. 
His duty was simply that of a jailor. 
Prisoners of war were committed to his 
charge and he was held reeponsible for 
their safe custody, i. e. their retention. 
The mortality at Andersonville resulted 
mainiy from the following causes: |}. 
Want of food. 2, Want of shelter. 3. 
Want of medical attendance and hospital 
diet. 4. Caeupes of a purely local na- 
ture, coupled with the moral degradation 
exhibited by the prisoners themselves.” 

So much for the evidence of men at- 
tached to the federal cause. The judge 
advocate who prosecuted Capiain Wirz 
refused to subpena many ex-confederate 
officers whose testimony was desired by 
the defense.

Mortality in Northern Prisons. 


Statistics show that the percentage of 
mortality in morthern military prisons 
was greater than in southern prisons, 
No doubt the discipline wag more rigor- 
ous in the federal prisons. The suffer- 
ing at Andersonville was due to im- 
metiate causes. The trial of Captain 
Wirz was held to appease an inflamed 
public mind at the north and to impili- 
cate Jefferson Davis, who was then a 
prisoner at Fortress Monroe, but who, 
as is well known, was never brought to 
trial. It takes miore than one to con- 
spire, but only Wirz, the poor foreigner, 
was trisd for the terrible “comspiracy”

Angelus won by “four 
lengths, with Chapultepec about two 
lengths in front of Meelick. 

Meelick was | to 2 favorite and back- 
ed generously by one of the largest 
crowds which has witnessed a race 
here since ante-bellum days. Betting 
today offered some unusual contrasts. 
Last Saturday a crowd almost as large 
as today’s audience paid no attention 
to Meelick, then the winner ang the 
longest-priced horse in the race, while 
today Angelus and Chapultepec, the 
“good things’ of a few days before 
found few friends among the betters.

Every college athlete with 
ability or the promise of it is stirring 
himself mightily these days in the 
bope that he wiil be one of the for- 
tunate ones to win an Olympic prize. 

Spring Football Practice. 


In spite of the many demands on 
their time from baseball, track and 
crew, hardly any of the big collegs of 
the east will abandon spring football 
practice. Pians have been made for 
this preliminary work at all of the big 
universities of the east and many of 
the western institutions are doing the 
same. Before the rules were changed 
two years ago the necessity for spring 
training had almost disappeared, but 
the radical remodelling of the game 
left the coaches entirely too much to 
do in the fall. And each year since 
the first change was made the rules 
committee has kept the coaches busy. 
Now it is the forward pass which must 
be mastered anew. In fact, there is 
almost as much to learn about this 
play for this fall as there was when 
the play was first introduced. The old 
formations and the helter-skelter man- 
ner of throwing the ball about the fleld 
must this year be replaceg by a more 
accurate and scientifiic use of this 
Diay. And the formations which are to 
make it a success must be thought 
= and rendered practical] by the 
spring training. 

The new football alHance between 
Cornell and Chicago makes it appear 
extremely doubtful whether Cornel] and 
Princeton patch up their troubles next 
fail. The Tigers have made troubie 
for Cornell before in this same way, 
and there is hardly any doubt that if 
football relations were renewed the old 
trouble regarding where the annual 
game should be played would come up 
again. As far as financiai returns go 
Cornell certainly did better than Prince- 
ton after the break. It is a well known 
fact that an eastern game always draws 
a tremendous crowd in the Windy City 
and a 25,000 crowd Ile a conservative 
estimate for the number who will see 
Chicago and Cornel clash, 

Furthermore, Cornell has been bene- 
fited by the new date, which is Novem- 
ber 14. Heretofore Cornell has always 
been compelled to play Princeton the 
last Saturday in October. Because ot 
the early close of Princeton's season 
this date was eminently satisfactory to 
the Tigers, but it invariably broke up 
Cornell's training for the Pennsylvania 
game on Thanksgiving day. But now

Paris, March 2!.— Following his rec- 
ord-breaking performance of yesterday 
in flying a mile and a half in United 
States aeroplane, Henry Farman today 
made a spectacular flight at Iasy, cov- 
ering two and a half kilometres, a 
little less than two miles, in three min- 
utes and 2! seconds. 

Eater, in company wtth Leon Dela- 
grange, he entered the latter's aero- 
Plane, which moved over the ground at 
a rate of about thirty miles an hour 
and then went into the air, making a 
Short but highly successful fllght. This 
ig the first time that an aeroplane, 
carrying two persons, has made a suc- 
cessful flight, and the aeronauts were 
enthusiastically cheered vy thousands 
of spectators who had gathered. 

These accomplishments of yesterday 
and today are hailed with delight, as 
they are considered as having demon- 
strated that the probiem of aerial nav- 
igation can be definitely solved, espe- 
clally the question of equilibirum. It is 
believed now that only an improved 
motor is needed to ensure long flights 
of the aeroplane.

TRIPLES GOOD OMENS; . 
~ SOMETIMES GET FLAGS 


First Triple Play in Atlanta Was Made in *86—Many 
Others Have Followed—Some of Bruff’s 
Interesting Dope. 


A few days ago there appeared on 
the spotring page of every daily paper 
in the country a date line story tell- 
ing lovers of the great national game 
that the first triple play of the season 
now on tap had just been pulled off at 
Marlin Springs, out in Texas, and that 
the players of the team accomplishing 
that quick piece of rapid work was cel- 
ebrating. 

In baseball there ig a superstitious 
paragraph reading that a team which 
finds a triple in the early part of the 
season is mighty apt to be present 
when the pennant is given to the 
breezes the next spring. Sometimes 
that superstition becomes a_ verifica- 
tion, while at other times its goes al- 
together and wholly wrong, but being 
a loyal fan—all loyal fang are super- 
Stitious, it might not be amiss to de- 
Clare that the triple a flag doesn’t se- 
cure always comes late in the season 
of play. 

All of this rot is to presage the 
declaration that a triple play has been 
made three times on Atlanta grounds, 
the trick being turned eaoh time by 
Atlanta players, while Atlanta jerked 
Out another triple, the fourth in its 
history on foreign soil—up in Nashville. 
triple was back in 
1886 and was worked out in the old 
Peters park, near the Technologicai 
school. True to that old superstition, 
we saw, too, that Atlanta plucked the 


Atlanta’s first 


bunting, though there was no formal 
hoisting the next spring. 

Memphis, with its hard hitting Me- 
Sorley; its fleet-footed Bertie Sneed, 


and its greatest of all base runners, 
Manning, was doing an engagement 
with Gus Schmeltz’s unit—for that 
Schmeltz aggregation worked as one 
man from open to close of the sea- 
son. Memphis had a man on third 
and another on first, with O’Brien, a 
hard hitting catcher, at the plate wait- 
ing for one to suit him. There were no 
outs, and the pair on the path were 
on their toes. It was a run. they 
wanted, and after that run the coach- 
ers were chasing hard. Out in right 
Atlanta had a small, sfender, deer-mov- 
ing ground  coverer—Jevne. Jeyvne 
was mighty certain at the bat—almost 
a cinch not to get a hit. but almost 
as sure to do the cfreuit once he 
reached first. O'Brien got just what 
he wanted, and right over Atianta’s 
piteher’s head the ball went on a 
straight line down by Red pittman’s 
station on second. The base runner on 
third was raising a cloud of dust along 
the path leading to the home plate, 
while between first and second there 
was a rapidly moving picture. Jevne 
wag far out in right, and good were 
his chances apparently to reach that 
ball after the bell had reached the 
ground. Like a flash Jevne darted in. 
The ball flying toward him was com- 
ing fast to the ground. Jevne’s chances 
were mighty few to the ground’s many. 
Alone was Jevne in thinking that he 
could get that ball before it hit the 
ground. ‘But he did, and his doing laid 
O’Brien out, the first out of the inning. 
Both base runners were near the bags 
for which they had started as the ball 
and bat came together. Both about 
faced as the umpire called O’Brien out. 
Jevne, without slowing the pace, made 
a rifle shot to first. The ball got to 
Henke before the base runner made the 
trip. Right across the diamond 


return 
Henke fired the bal) to Cleveland, who 
got it as he advanced to meet the 


coming-back base runner. That made 
the third out, and gave Atlanta fans 
in attendance its first observation of a 
triple play. 

It was Monk Cline, Atlanta's ‘‘dollar- 
for-a-hit’’ shortstop, and Cub Strickler, 
who had played in the National 
League, who worked out the second 
triple on Atlanta grounds, while a team 
under the management of Wiizien, the 
late @teve Postel] being president of 
the Southern League that year, turned 
the other triple. # have been told of 
triples made at Piedmont during the 
last few years, but none of these did I 
see. 

While triple plays have been frequent, 
only three times !n the history of the 
nationel game has it been turned by 
one man. Unassisted Paul Hines work- 
ed it on May 8, !878. He was then 
wearing a Providence, Rhode Island, 
uniform, and for twenty-four years 
Paul Hines carried that distinction. Au- 
gust 18, 1902, Harry O'Hagan, clad in 
a Rochester uniform, let down his op- 
posing team at Jersey City, while Larry 
Schlafly, with Portland, Oregon, be- 
came the final member of the trio on 
June 10, 1904. two year's after O’ Hag, 
an, the player with that sauerkraut 
name, and twenty-six years ater the 
initial member of the triplets, Paul 
Hines demonstrated conclusively that 
a gingle man could, without help, retire 
a side. 

Hines turned the trick, as has been 
eaid. on May 8, 1878, and on that same 
May 8 1878, Griff, tnaar distinguished 
Hilltopper, was born, as were Vice 
President Fairbanks, Speaker Cannon, 
Billy Smith, and a few other notable 
Americans. each of whom has declined 
so far to marry a crowned head seek- 
ing for yankee dollarg and yankee good 
people. 

While John Hatfield made the long 
distance throw record in Brooklyn on 
October 15, 1872—Hatfield tossed the 
ball 400 feet and 7 !-2 inches— it isnot 
generally known, yet it is a fact, that 
400-foot throw has been made on Geor- 
gia soil, and that the throwing was 
done near Albany, Charley Lamar, of 
Atlanta, one of the best posted and 
most interesting writers of sports in 
the south. being present and being one 
of the handlers of the tape by which 
the distance was ascertained. I do not 
recal! the name of the thrower, but 
I’m itnelined to think that he was 
either then or soon after a member of 
a Memphis ball team. 

Ty Cobb's hold-out against Detroit 
may give Georgia another record. It’s 
more dollars Cobb wants for his sig- 
nature to that Wolverine contract, and 
it is his demandg that turn back the 
clock by which i measure baseball 
time. How many Atlantans, now daily 
patrons of the contests at Ponce de 
Leon, remember Wadsworth, DeWald, 
Bumpus Jones, King Balley, Crazy 
Schmidt, Crowley, old Peter Daniel, 
Makodo Baker, Billy Taylor, Eddie 
Knauff. Flour Barre! Wells, Hank 
O’Day, Toad Ramsey, Kilroy, and oth- 
ers? In those days Cobb might haxe 
had an excuse for holding out. That 
roster of names got money for their 
work—still their figures were not near 
as large as Cobb now demands.

was in Macon Bailey signed his first 
contract, though the actual] writing was 
done in Atlanta. ’Twas in Atlanta Bail- 
ey made his first appearance and be- 
fore he had been in the capital city 
two hours he was working. It fell to 
my lot to give Bailey that cognomen 
which has staid with him ever since. 
Into the big leagues he carried it, and 
then back to the bushes he fetched it. 
On the day Bailey hit Georgia soil 
Macon was playing in Atlanta. Sam 
Altmeyer, Daisy rrice, then mayor of 
the Centra] City, and others prominent 
socially and financially, were behind the 
club. Macon had a good team, except 
in the box, where she was distressing- 
ly weak. Cyclone Miller, he sent them 
over the plate like a cannon ball, was 


about all Macon had when she went 
afield for more boxmen. 
Bailey was jassoed on the mill pbot- 


toms @ Cincinnati, and was ordered to 
join the team in Chattanooga, but 
sowehow he missed the date, and was 
directed to report in Atlanta. The Ma- 
con management had quilled' Bailey 
some, and when he reached Atlanta he 
was “swelled” somewhat. But for that 
he could not be blamed. It was only 
human nature ‘or Bailey to let his vest 
strap out a few turns after reading 
the paper. Macon opened a series at 
Brisbine the day Bailey got here. Of 
him and of nothing else could the large 
Macon contingent in Atlanta talk. At 
every station between Chattanooga 
and Atlanta telegrams were handed 
Bailey by the conductor. These were 
from Sam Altmeyer and other Macon- 
lans, asking Bailey to hurry up. A 
delegation was at the depot to greet 
him as the train came to a hai. The 
train came to a stanrstill under the old 
carshed about 2 o'clock. Bailey was 
rushed from the coach to the restau- 
rant, and every dish placed  vbefore 
him he managed to strike out. A strike 
out record, too, he made in that hash 
factory. A hurry-up cab rolled Bailey 
out to the park, no attention what- 
ever being paid the 8peed Hmit. Tha 
players on both teams had a warming 
up. A Macon pitcher was ready to do 
the stunt in event Balley did not get 
in on time. From the quick delivery 
cab to a dressing room under the 
grand stand Bailey wag rushed, and 
within a few minutes was trotted upon 
the fleld, wearing for the first time a 
Macon uniform. The umpire gave the 
new man a few minutes for a warm- 
ing up, and then into the box he step- 
ped. There wasn’t any thing of the 
stage fright about him. He put them 
right across just as though he was 
working in the mill bottoms up tin that 
town to which Jake Hollenbeck, one 
of Atlanta’s-most loyal fans, !s going 
to move the first of the comong month. 
A long string of defeats—twenty-six 
consecutive games lost, and that by 
Louisville, is the record—had Macon 
had. It seemed as though nothing 
could head ‘em off. But Bailey brought 


with him a charm that broke the’ 
string, and Atlanta went down. The 
next morning ‘“‘Bailey the King.” ap- 


peared in The Constitution. That gave 
Bailey the name which has stuck to 


him since. 


Some years after that date Bailey 
was wearing an Atlanta uniform, and 
was working just as hard against Ma- 
con as he had once worked for that 
city. 

Has anyone forgotten DeWald, that 
Californian Atlanta rushed across the 
continent to win a pennant? DeWald 
came across the plains all right, but 
notwithstanding the fact that he was 
down on the pay rol] at $200 a week, 
he didn’t ‘etch the flag. 

Wadsworth? A nice, gentlemar@ly’ 
fellow, who could pitch a good game, 
and who was admired by the ladies, 
but whose pace was uncertain. It 
was only a thousand a month, and 
his board and his transportation back 
to his old home in Ohio. Wadsworth 
could induce the Atlanta franchise own- 
ers to pay him. 

Bumpus Jones, the barber? At Peo- 
ria Bumpug made good, and had his 
playing teen as good as his fovur- 
flushing Atlanta might have drawn in 
a half dozen pennants that year. 

Old Peter Daniel? He was a south 
side worker, and how he could shoot 
‘em across when he tried was a puzzle 
to every one of the hard hitters in the 
league. Pete and Charley Frank, now 
owner and manager of New Orleans, 
filled the box one season for Mobile, 
and great wag their work. While Mo- 
bile was working in Atlanta, a negro 
known as Peter Daniel was hung here 
in the old jail yard -on Frazier street. 
Pete Daniel, the pitcher, wanted to see 
Pete Daniel, the negro biood spiller, 
hanged, and his wishes were granted. 

“It was one of Pete's good jokes,” 
says Charley Frank even today, “‘to buy 
every paper telling of the hanging of 
Peter Maniel, and send it back to his 
kinspeople and his friends at his boy- 
hood home. Oh, Pete was a great 
one. Yes, he could line ’em out, too, 
and was a mighty good fielder.”’ 

Crazy Schmidt. He was well named. 
When not pitching he wanted to be on 
the gate. He had an idea that he was: 
the piece de resistance with the lady 
fans. Schmidt has been known to 
pitch a no-hit game, and then the 
very next day get his medieine in as 
high as twelve, fitteen, even twenty 
connection® He wouldn't submit to 
being taken out, if the game was going 
against him. He insisted upon letting 
it go that way. 

Hank O'Day and Crowley? They were 
both good. When O'Day was pitching 
for Savannah his catcher was Tug 
Arunda. Good Dutch battery that 
was. Hank is now showing his worth 
as an umpire in the National League, 
and it is good work he is doing there. 

But going back to that long distance 
throw in the south, the one throw that 
hes put Hatfield in the shade, -I feel 
safe in saying that it was Larry 
Twitchell at one time’ a famous pitcher 
and subsequently @ great and success- 
ful hard hitting outfielder on the De- 
troit team, who turned the trick on 
Georgia soil. It was in Macon, in 
the old Central City park, and not in 
Albany, the throwing was done by 
Twitchell. There was nothing of rec- 
ord-making when Larry turned the 
sphere from his hand tnto space. With 
other ball players Twitchell happened 


to be in Macon at a time when 
athletes from over the south were 
gathered to pit skill against skill. 


Some good long distance throwing had 
been done, and, naturally, the work 
brought up the Hatfield hurling. Noth- 
ing like Hatfield's 400 feet and 7 1-2 
inches had been touched. Twitchell, 
however. declared that he was of the 
opinion that he could cover that dis- 
tance, and on the next morning the 
Detroit player, accompanied by Charley 
Lamar, then writing spots on The 
Macon Telegraph, a civil engineer, and

A Sewing Hint. 


When stitching thin silk or any 
goods inclined to pucker place a strip 
of paper on the underside and _ stitch 
through.

An Impressien of the West Affi- 
can Black Republic 


Negro State Is More Than Sixty 
Years Old, and Yet Appears an 
Incomprehensible Blend of 
Tragic Comedy} and 
Dramatic Excess.

Lomion, aMrch 2/.—/Liberia, the land 

of ‘liberty, the country given over to 
black men in order that they might 
attempt to found a nation, is the least 
known of all republics. The negro 
state is more than sixty years old, but 
for all practical purposes it remains in’ 
infancy. As a republic, 
the country is in its squalling, teeth- 
ing gtage. The Lfberians stil] play 
with their liberty as with a new toy. 
I'he black republic appears to be an 
incomprehensible blend of tragic com- 
edy and dramatic excess. 

Liverty and equality and justice were 
flung to the newly-emancipated Ameri- 
can-African, who had starved for these 
things for centuries, and he clutched 
them just as a starving dog snatcheg at 
a’ bone. The freed slaves absorbed lib- 
erty until it sweated out of them. They 
played with their new-found justice un- 
til now they are almost the slaves of 
thelr own law. Just as a girl fingers 
and plays with a newly-purchased cloak 
fo the Liberians play with their newly- 
constituted laws. They are never en- 
tirely happy unless they are in some 
way concerned in legal actions. And so 
it is that Liberian law, as it is admin- 
istered, is in the nature of a comical 
caricature of justice. 

A native will in his anger give a 
brother a harsh name. Immediately 
there is an action for libel, and some 


one is fined a few dollars. Another 
man will put his hand on the shoulder 
of a citizen—there is a charge of af 
sault and battery, which ends in ar 
other fine, or even in imprisonment. 


Love of Power. 


So it is with everything. As soon a’ 
a Liberian is appointed to any officia 
position he feels that he has inherited 
a kingdom. His first thought is uni- 
form, and, seemingly, according to his 
own peculiar fancy, he adoptg a more 
or legs grotesque costume. The mor 
gaudy it is the better it pleases th 
negro republican. 

The Liberian people have been nurse’ 
by their mothers and taught by their 
fathers in accordance with the tradi 
tions of western civilization. The: 
lack™the stamina, the native strength 
and real independence possessed by 
those African natives whose forefathers 
were untrammelled by the influences 
born of centuries of slavery. 

The Liberian is a negro, but, as a rule, 
he wishes he were not. In everythins 
he believes or thinks or does he, con: 
sciously or unconsciously, imitates the 
white man. He wishes he had been 
born white. On the other hand, the 
real African native thanks providence 
every day that he is black. The na- 
tive tribes of the Liberian hinterland 
are a finer race of men, people of a 
greater nobility of character, than aro 
the citizens of the towns of the re- 
public. 

Negro Race. 


No one recognizes this fact more than 
do those few cultivated sons of Liberia 
who are now working throughout the 
world for the regeneration of the Afri-, 
can native, and for the establishment 
within the borders of the republic of a| 
great negro race. 

It is a lamentable fact that almost | 
without exception as soon as & negro! 
comes in contact with the white man’! 
he begins to lose all that is best in his, 
nature and finest in his character. For! 
instance, the native woman of the for-, 
est lands of the hinterland nurses her |

man in civilized fashion nurses her child! 
for a few months only. In consequence, | 
the Liberian infant is a puny weakling, | 
too fragile properly to endure the hard- | 
ships of African life, organically too 
weak to stand the strain of the burn-

London, March 2!.—By this time some 
thousands of American playgoers must 
have seen “My Wife.” the comedy from 
the French, in which Jonn Drew is now 
appearing with ‘Billie’ Burke as his 
leading woman. In Paris, as readers 
probably know, it was called ‘‘Mdlle. 
Josette, Ma 'Femme.”’ and it ran there 
for more than a year, a remarkable 
feat in the “City of Light,’ where a 
frequent change of bill is the usual 
order. Thereafter, moreover. the Eng- 
lish version of this sparkling comedy 
crowded the London Haymarket for 
months on end, and according to all ac- 
counts it will serve John Drew for as 
lengthy a period. 

One would think that the first man- 
ager to whom it was offered would have 
jumped at it, but that was a long way 
from being the case, according to an 
interview with its author, Paul Gavault. 
which a Parisian weekly publishes. 
From this it appears that “Josette” had 
to knock at theatrical doors’ exactly 
seven times before one was opened. to 
her, and the biggest and most success- 
ful of Paris theaters refused to give her 
hospitality.

Brandy may be had at the 
same prices. The word ‘pegs’, for 
“drinks” is used here on all bills of fare. 
This arises from an old saying that 
every drink of intoxicating liquors one 
takes is a peg in his coffin. [If you 
want @ man to take a drink with you 
you atk him to come and have a peg, 
and there are certain hours of the day 
which are known as “peg times” or gim- 
piy “pegs.”’

Observance of Easter. 


The observance of Easter dates back 
to about the year 66, at which time 
there was much contention among the 
eastern and western churches as to 
what day the festival should be ob- 
served. It was finally ordained at the 
council of Nice in the vear 325 that it 
must be observed throughout the Chris- 
tion world on the same day. This de- 
cision settled that Waster should be 
kept upon the Sunday first after the 
fourteenth day of the first Jewish 
month, but no general conclusion: was 
arrived at as to the cycle by which 
the festival was to be regulated, and 
some churches adopted one rule and 
some another. This diversity of usage 
was put an end to, and the Roman rule 
making HKaster the first Sunday after 
the fourteenth day of the calendar 
moon was established In England in 
669. After nine centuries a discrep- 
ancy in the keeping of Easter was 
caused by the authorities of the Hng- 
lish church declining to adopt the ref- 
ormation of the Gregorian calendar in 
1582. The difference was settled in 
1752 by the adoption of the rule which 
makes Easter day always the first 
Sunday after the fyll moon which ap- 
pears on or next after the twenty-first 
day of March. If the full moon hap- 
pens upon a Sunday, Easter is the 
Sunday after.

YANKEE REAL ESTATE BOOMER 
TEACHING LONDON A LESSON

Special Cable. 

London, March 2i.—England has 
learned many lessons from America, 
and just now she is learning the art of 
real estate booming, with William J. 
Appleton as professor. Incidentally 
Mr. Appleton is finding his educational 
efforts very profitable to himself. In 
fact, he may be compared to the phil- 
anthropist who teaches his friends to 
play the American game of poker. 

Mr. Appleton is a graduate of the 
American school of real estate boom- 
ing, and many of the suburbs of New 
York owe their existence to his efforts, 
while he in turn owes most of his 
wealth to their existence. He is now 
only 3! years old, and ten years ago 
he was the youngest mayor in the 
United States. He was elected mayor 
of Deal Beach, N. J., in 1898, some 
months before he attained his majority. 
The election was contested on the 
ground of infancy, but Mr. Appleton 
won, and Deal Beach was so. satisfied 
with his management of its affairs 
that it reelected him three times. 

Deal Beach, as a matter of fact, had 
been largely developed before that by 
Mr. Appleton, who saw early in life 
that there was money to be made in 
real estate. Other suburbs which he 
developed, buying the land.at farm 
prices, cutting it up into lots, making 
streets and selling the tots to builders, 
are Laurelton, L. L; Rosedale Terrace, 
L. I. and a part of Atlantic Highlands, 
N. J. 

Six months ago Mr. Appleton was 
married, and he decided to take a short 
rest from real estate booming, and 
spend his honeymoon in traveling in 
Europe. He got only as far as Eng- 
land, however, and when he reached 
London and looked on its undeveloped 
suburban acres, the desire to show 
the English what could be done was 
too strong for him. He went out one 
day to Golder’s Green, which ig the 
terminus of one of the new “tubes,” 
as the Londoners call their under- 
ground railways, and when he came 
back he was the owner of a promising 
“farm” of twenty-two acres within five 
minutes’ walk of the tube terminus. It 
is true that he paid rather stiff farm 
prices for rather rocky soil, and the 
simple agriculturist who owned it 
congratulated himself on his bargain, 
but Mr. Appleton saw his way to raise 
a more profitable crop than oats or 
potatoes. 

Within a week he made up his mind 
that England needed teaching, 
that he was the man to teach. He ca- 
bled to America to his agents, instruct- 
ig them to sell out all his holdings 


at so much an acre a few months ago 


and, 


there, and within a month he had di- 
vested himself of his American prop- 
erty and had gone into the business of 
booming England. 

The result has been remarkable, and 
it must be admitted that the English 
real estate men have been ready pupils. 
Mr. Appleten cut his farm up into lots 
and began to advertise them widely 
and sell them, and when the English- 
men realized what was going on, they 
flocked in’ and the price of farm land 
in Golder’s Green. went up. Houses 
sprang up in rows, and so effective 
were Mr. Appleton’s methods that, 
whe@® only two houses of the first row 
of twenty-two were roofed in, and 
some had not even gone beyond the 
hole in the ground stage, every one of 
them was sold. Land which was bought 


is now egelling at from $8,000 to $10,000 
per 20-foot lot, and the prices are still 
rising. 

“The future of the real estate busi- 
ness lies in England for some time to 
come at any rate,” said Mr. Appleton 
the other day. “Money conditions are 
too bad in the United States now, and. 
at any rate, most of the big cities have 
been overbuilt. The field is right in 
the suburbs of the great cities of Eng- 
land, which aye growing every day, 
and where there is lots of land to be

back him he can get things done 
promptly enough. I don't object to go- 
ing a littie slower and being sure that 
there is no trouble to come over titles 
and lawsuits. 

“Have I taught England much about 
real estate booming? Well, I have. 
found them very quick to learn al! [f 
could teach, and I have learned some- 
thing, too. You cannot win with the 
same methods here that proved suc- 
cessful in America. T people are 
different, and they have a different 
way of looking at things. You must 
study them if you hope to succeed with 
them, but I have found out that they 
are just as easy to do business with ag 
the Americans.”
